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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the device claims do not define over the art of 
record. It should be noted that both Kondo and Funada disclose a same horizontal electric field; in addition, Funada does disclose a 
vertical electric together with the horizontal field (i.e, not vertical field alone as Kondo's noted in paragraphs [0003] to [0008]). Therefore, it 
would have been at least obvious as stated in the final office. Accordingly, the modify to Kondo in view of Funada would be proper as well. 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but they are not persuasive.
